DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 , as being so incomprehensible 
as to preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner. For example, the 
following items are not understood: page 1 calls a first and second vessel wherein one 
of said vessel is a dock, it later connected the dock to a second vessel as well as the 
first vessel. Page 1 is confusing because it calls for "a production vessel to provide fluid 
to a tanker, via rigid cryogenic piping and a floating dock". Page 2 calls for range 
50,000-150,000; however this is not what is called for on page 6. Page 6 the first nine 
lines are confusing. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed). 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in 
upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading.

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference character(s) mentioned in the 
description: 2c called for on page 6. Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) 
should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so 
as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by 
the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 



abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are replete with indefiniteness and antecedent basis that are too numerous 

to mention each one specifically. Applicant should carefully check all claims and correct 

all indefiniteness and antecedent basis errors. Some examples are note. 

Claim 1 calls for a first and second vessel wherein one of said vessel is a dock, it later 

connects the dock to a second vessel as well as the first vessel. 

The range called for in claim 4 is confusing. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
Insofar the claims are understood the following rejections apply. 

6. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) or (b) as being anticiapted by 
Argy or Burbage et al. Poldervaart or Harley et al. or Eide et al. or Perera et al. Lavagna 
et al. (US 4417603, 6390733, 6517290, US Pub 2003/0136132, 6637479, 
2003/0224674, 2004/0077234) or Wipo (WO 00/27692). 

All the above references disclose an apparatus for transfening cryogenic fluid from a 
first vessel to a second vessel in an off-shore environment, comprising a partly 
submerged floating dock, variable buoyancy means operable to alter the draught of the 
dock to enable engagement of the dock with the second vessel, a single point mooring 
system attached to the dock, at least one rigid cryogenic pipeline attached between the 
second vessel and the dock via flexible connection means, and means for transferring 
cryogenic fluid from the dock to the second vessel.
